That is where a 
conspiracy is hatched across state 
lines to get a group of workmen to 
interfere with the processes of pro- 
duction The Supreme Court of the 
United States, in the famous Coro- 
nado case, has held.that an> phyr 
cal acts of interference with the 
actual production or shipment of 
goods could be regarded as a con- 
spiracy in restraint of trade. 


Difficult to Prove 


But such a conspiracy is difficult 


to prove, as is also the purpose of 
the strike. The workmen would 
contend that their purpose is not to 
prevent shipment into 
interstate 


commerce, but -to prevent

workmen from taking their jobs 
Whether such a contention would 
be accepted by a court is something 
else 


It is doubtful if any such case 


would ever be brought by the fed- 
eral authorities.

The paner or white birch is found 


throughout the state and 
occurs 


chiefly on the better sand and 
gravel soil in mixture with pine 
and aspen. 


The paper birch is a medium siz- 


ed tree 50 to 75 feet in height with 
a diameter of 1 to 2 feet, in close 
stands. The trunk is clear, often 
forking near the tops. 


The leaves are ovate. 2 to 3 inch- 


es long, upper surface dark green, 
under surface light green, narrow- 
| ed or rounded at the base, sharply 
toothed on the margin and sharply 
nointed at the apex. 


As with all the birches, the male 


and female flowers occur on the 
same tree, the flowers being cat- 
kins. The fruit is cent shaped, about

The 


conduct at Berlin is deliberate. 


It is noteworthy that the German trials 


were held behind closed doors. "The'peo- 


" pie are not told anything about the evi- 


dence. Indeed, a few of them know what 
treason is. It may consist of a sneer or 
thumbed nose. It may be of a negative 


- character, a failure to respect or salute. 


It may be trivial from a criminal stand- 
point, but mighty m arousing the anger 
and the pride of those who rate power 
above everything. Over in Moscow trea- 
son may consist of something else again. 
In Italv, Mussolini finds it a handy word. 
And all of these definitions are loose- 
jointed. Thus they may be fitted to any 
man's form if the masters want to call it 
a fit 


By all odds, that item from Berlin is 


the worst. For a nanon has lost balance, 
the clean ana wholesome standards of civ- 
ilization, when men may be yanked out of 


- a crowd, out of their homes, out of the 


bosoms of their families, and executed 
without any justification before the peo- 
ple of that land.

President Conant of Harvard Univer- 


sity spoke at Milwaukee against the great 
prevailing fault and deception in our edu- 
cational system. 


He declared that the problem of edu- 


cation -has not to do with the further ex- 
pansion of our 
already extended 
and 


sprawling educational system but the "im- 
proving of the selective machinery which 
should sort out those who can profit most 
by four years of college and a subsequent 
professional training." 


V* e seem to know that, in Gray's lan- 


guage, "the dark unfathomed caves of 
ocean" bear innumerable gems "of purest 
ray serene" and that many wondrous 
flowers scatter their perfume over the 
desert air, but in the eternal effort at 
improvement and the blessed adherence 
to justice we must quit blindly persisting 
in the system which sends the bottom 
of the class to college if there is money 
in the family and turns the genius out to 
the plow or the lathe or on the streets 
because there is no money and there is 
no directing mentality to our educational 
system. 


Vi'e have built universities with reck- 


less abandon and with a minimum of con- 
sideration of where we were going. 


What does it profit us to put tens of 


millions after other tens of millions to 
build institutions that will merely house 
young men and women who are there 
against their wills and are not even taking 
the time to improve their opportunities? 


It is the business of the state to knoxv 


what is going to become of those who 
graduate from its high schools with schol- 
astic attainments among the upper third. 
But the ability to learn, important as it is, 
is not all, nor, necessarily, the most im- 
portant element. 


Dr. Conant says that Harvard is ex- 


tending its scholarships "not only upon 
intellectual 
capacity 
but 
imagination, 


creativeness, drive and character." 
It 


has an eye upon the disposition of its 
student, upon his fairness to others, his 
purpose to be helpful, his conception of 
honesty and justice, because these are so 
indispensable if scholarship and scholas- 
tic attainments are put to their best pur- 
poses. 


We do not know that Dr. Conant carne 


to Wisconsin merely because we have 
been among the most careless and im- 
provident in our educational affairs, but 
his address here was pertinent to a prob- 
lem which confronts us.

head man, is a little beyond rne. 


In other words, it might behoove Prexy 


Roosevelt to make peace in a hurry in the in- 
terests of political prestige.

It was. in fact, his long service to the 
Tulnc Workers that won for him the leadership 
of the A. F. of L But today Lewis heads the 
Mine'Workers, and Lewis is strong enough to 
persuade the union policy committee to issue a 
public donunnation of Green and expel him.

The expulsion will not 
deorive Green of his right to be president of 
the A. F. of L. for in anticipation of this move, 
he has received cards from other unions.

trouble is you can't pick your pack- 
age, you have to take what you get. 
Seriously I believe all chronic joint 
disability may be divided into three 
types. First, chornic infectious ar- 
thritis, chiefly due to focal infec- 
tion, that is the secondary invasion 
of the joint tissues by bacteria that 
have gained a foothold in some pri- 
mary focus elsewhere in the body. 
Second, nutritional arthritis. Third, 
traumatic arthritis. I've been wait- 
ing patiently for a chance to spring 
that word traumatic—you have no 
idea how gratified I am with this 
occasion. It means, in English, caus- 
ed by injury. 


Tuberculous arthritis, gonorrheal 


arthritis and spyhilitic arthritis are 
not definitely included in this clas- 
sification, though these are not or- 
dinarily regarded as "rheumatism'" 
except where patient or physician 
desires to keep secret the nature of 
the trouble.

ter telling about the flood which 
swept 
over 
Johnstown, Pa., last 


year. It was written on March 23, 
1936, 
by Wilbur Lee Coffman, one 


of my younger brothers, who takes 
pictures for a Pittsburgh newspa- 
per.

related: 


"Then _ a friendly young fellow

another, or which stood on end 
against buildings. Hundreds of au- 
tomobiles had been washed around 
the streets. 


"Half a dozen pianos had float- 


ed out of a music store. Just about 
everything else a person could buy 
in a store was floating down the 
streets 
as I waded in the dirty 


water. The water was now lower 
than it had been, but was deep 
enough to give trouble to anyone 
trying to go about. 


"Time and again I was warned 


about 
open 
manholes,

trap-doors in the sidewalks. The 
footing was not good because of 
broken plate glass, and other ob- 
jects 
which 
might cause one to 


stumble. 


"At a quarter past two in the 


afternoon, people 
began shouting 


that the 
Quemahoning darn had 


broken, and ran splashing through 


the streets, 
making for the hills. 


I knew that the bursting of a 
dam had caused terrible 
loss of 


life back in 1889, and 
I wanted 


to run, but simply could not do so. 
I was worn out from wading. 


"An 
automobile 
with 
horn 


shrieking came down the 
street. 


As it slowed for a curve, I jumped 
on the bumper, 
but 
could 
find 


nothing to grasp with my hands, 
so I got off. Another 
car 
came 


along. 
It had a turtle back on 


which I was able to lie. Then I 
reached for a door hinge with my 
right hand. 


"•When we reached the hill. I 


climbed the steep, muddy slope. 
Throngs of men, women and chil- 
dren did likewise. High up on the 
hill, it was cold. By and by all of 
us found that the alarm had been 
false! The dam had not broken." 


So there was a much better end- 


ing to the story than there might 
have been.

Sections along the 
temples and behind the ears are 
already gray, here and there1' a hair 
is gray in the center, at the roots 
and ends it is still its natural color. 
Is there any way of preventing it 
from turning gray any further?

Answer: I wish I could tell you 


precisely what is causing your hair 
to gray, but no one. so far as I 
know, has as yet discovered the 
exact cause of premature graying. 
In your case it probably is not 
hereditary. On the other hand, wor-

causes. I don't know any way of 
preventing further graying, either. 
The best thing to do is to give the 
hair proper hygienic care, brush it 
carefully, night and morning to 
keep circulation stimulated, have it 
shampoo'd with very mild, castile 
soap and dried by hand instead of 
under an artificial dryer. Author- 
ities generally feel that such care 
may retard the graying process. 
You may have the gray touched up 
by dyeing or by shampoo tints, un- 
less you wish to let it grow gray 
naturally.

Mrs. R. C.: You want to know 


whether removal 
of superfluous 


hair from the chin with an electric 
razor will cause'the hair'to grow 
in thicker and if so is there any- 
thing that will remove hair per- 
manently and safely. The electric j 
razor is not different in its actual 
effect than hand razor. This cuts 
the hair at the root. The hair may 
not grow in any heavier but each 
hair may seem coarser, stiff instead 
of silky and therefore all the more 
noticable. If you have only a few 
hairs on the chin and these are not 
stiff and coarse I would advise you 
to bleach them. Otherwise, the only 
safe, permanent method of remov- 
ing superfluous hair from the face, 
to my knowledge, is electrolysis. I 
have a bulletin on the subject of 
"Superfluous Hair" which gives 
specific directions 
for bleaching,

Human Carelessness Is 
Biggest Threat to Forest 
Lands in U. S., Speaker Say$\ 


Menasha— Charging that human 


carelessness is one of the greatest 
destroyers of our forest lands, Paul 
S. Newcomb, acting 
supervisor, 


Nicolet National Forest, told mem- 
bers of the 
Menasha Economics 


Club Friday afternoon at the Y. W. 
C. A. that if people would allow 
themselves to become aware of the 
clangers of a lighted cigaret, a 
smoldering 
camp fire, 
a lighted 


match in the forests which we are 
trying to preserve, half of the work 
of the United States Forestry Ser- 
vice would be unnecessary. 


Prefacing his discussion with a 


resume of the forestry service, Mr. 
Newcomb traced the development 
of the service from the days when 
the early settlers were against the 
woods because it didn't give them a 
chance to make a livelihood to the 
present time, when government and 
state is working together for the 
preservation and rebuilding of our 
national forests. 


"In 1828, the first real step to- 


ward perpetuating the forests was 
taken," said Mr. Newcomb, "when 
30,000 acres were set aside for the 
production of live oak timber for 
the construction of ships. 


Abolish Project 


"In 1831 Andrew Jackson abolish- 


ed the project and the perpetuation 
of iorest lands was largely forgot- 
ten. 
In 1873 Dr. Franklin Howe, 


Lowell, Mass., petitioned Congress 
for legislation to save forest lands. 
About 1875 the Forestry association 
was established in Chicago for the 
promotion of forest and timber cul- 
ture. That association was the first 
organized public sentiment for per- 
petuation of forests. Carl Scherer. 
secretary of the interior in the ear- 
ly 1880's advocated the establish- 
ment of federal forest reserves and

During Roosevelt's 


administration, the acreage was in- 
creased to 100,000,000. 


"In 1911 the program was cry- 


stallized with the enactment of the 
Week's law but it wasn't until 1924 
that another law brought about the 
purchase of national forest lands in 
Wisconsin and the middlewest In 
1926 the first Michigan land was 
purchased for a forest. About 500,- 
000 acres had been purchased in 
Wisconsin in 1927. By 1929 about 
1.000.000 had been purchased and 
in 1933 the quota was filled when 
the total acreage reached 2,000,000. 


"The Nicolet National Forest lo- 


cated in 
the counties of 
Vilas, 


Oneida, Forest, Langlade, Florence 
and Oconto counties covers 9,995 
acres. It was founded in. 1929 when 
the Wisconsin State Enabling Act 
authorized the federal government 
to purchase up to two million acres 
of land for forestry purposes. 


Were Custodians 


"At the beginning of the year, 


1933, 
the foresters were 
chiefly 


custodians, doing little other than 
protecting the area and 
building 


j roads, because of 
limited money 


and limited man power. 
When 


President Roosevelt 
set up 
the 


emergency relief act which opened 
up CCC camp projects, it gave to 
the forestry service unlimited man 
power for its projects. The Nicolet 
forest received the first CCC camp 
in Wisconsin on May 8, 1933 in 
Vilas 
county. 
In Nov. 
1935, 22 


camps -were established in the for- 
est with an average of 200 boys per 
camo. 
Today there are only 13 


camps with about 170 boys per 
camp. The camps are run by the 
army and the forestry service pro- 
vides the work. 


"Work done in the-\national for- 


ests includes caring for the woods, 
construction projects and reforesta- 
tion. Four hundred fifty miles of 
telephone lines
